• commimicating position information "when the battery power of the wireless device reaches a 
predetermined level/* The cited reference to Brown (U.S. 6,392,565) is the only reference that 
mentions power requirements, and this patent only discusses the low power requirements of the 
de\ice {see column 4, line 67; column 5, lines 21-23; and column 5, lines 54-56). 

As we can discuss, I will propose canceling claims 1-15, claims 17-32, and claim 34. I 
propose amending claims 16 and 33 to an independent form, incorporating the limitations of the 
base claim. I will also add new dependent claims.
